Paper Piates. 


The latest application of paper is 
the adoption of paper plates by some 
of the great restaurants and cafes in 
Berlin. The innovation was first in- 
troduced during the summer of last 

* by the adventurous landlord of a 
| h-frequented open-air restaurant. 
Every customer who ordered bread 
and butter, rolle, cakes, buns, or sim- 
ilar articles, had them served to him 
upon a little paper plate, made of a 
light papier mache, adorned with a 
pretty border in relief, and having at 
the first glance a great similarity to 
porcelain. Guests, waiters and hosts 
were well pleased with the novelty; it 
saved the waiters many a deduction 
from their wages on account of break 
, which the deftest and cleverest 
of Killners can scarcely avoid when he 
handles hundreds of pieces of crockery 
during a single afternoon and evening. 
The. paper [ates were so cheap that 
the landiord did not care to assert his 
ownership over them, and his custom- 
ers were allowed to carry them away, 
like the pretty sevivettes of thin paper 
used in so many restaurants in Hol- 
land. There was also a considerable 
saving of the time lost, and the 
chances of accident incurred, in the 
cleansing of earthenware pottery. The 
success of the experiment has been 80 
marked, that the new species of plates 
is likely to be introduced into a great 
number of restaurants.

The law of demand and supply will 
govern in the end, and the only result 
will be that the papers which survive 
will be bad ones, instead of the good 
ones they would bave been with a gen- 
erous support. Weare not talking 
for ourselves now, for if we cannot do 
this State good, and give value receiv- 
ed for every dollar paid in, we want 
to quit right away, and make a living 
in some other kind of work.

Passed by the Tenth Session of the Leg- 
islature, 1881. 


Cuar. XXXI.—An Act fixing the salaries 
of the Justices of the Supreme Court 
of the State of Nevada. 


[Approved February 19, 1881. } 
The people of the State of Nevada, 
represented in Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows: 


Seotton 1. From and after the expira- 
tion of the terms of the present incum- 
dents each Justice of the Supreme Court 
shall receive a salary of six thousand 
dollars a year, payable in the manner 
and at the times now prescribed by law. 
Sec. 2. This Act shall take effect first, 
in fixing the salary of the Justice of the 
Supreme Court to be elected in 1882; 
second, in fixing that of each succeeding 
Jusiice as he is elected. 
Sxc. 3. All Acts and parts of Acts re- 
lating to the salaries of the Justices of 
the Supreme Court, in so far only as 
they conflict with the provisions of this 
Act, are hereby repealed. 
Cuar. XXXII.—An Act reducing and 
ing the salaries and compensa- 
tion of certain State officers and at- 
taches of the State Government of Ne- 
vada. 


[Approved February 21. 1881. 
The people of the State of Nevada, 


represented in Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows. 


Section. 1. From and after the first 
day of January, A. D. eighteen hundred 
and eighty three, the following salaries 
and compensation shall be paid to the 
various State officers of this State at the 
time and in the manner now prescribed 
by law: 

To the Governor, five thousand dollars 
per annum. 

To the Secretary of State, three thou- 
sand dollars per annum. 

To the State Controller, three thou- 
sand dollars per annum. 

To the State Treasurer, three thou- 
sand dol annum 

To the Attorney-General, three thou- 
sand dollars per annum. 

To the Surveyor-General, one thou- 
sand dollars per annum, payable out of 
the State School, Fund. 

To the Superintendent of Public In- 
struction, two thousand dollars per an- 
num, payable out of the General Schoo! 
Fund of the State. 

Sec. 2. From and after the first day 
of January, eighteen hundred and 
eighty-three, the Lieutenant-Governor, 
when acting as Governor in the absence 
or incapacity of the Governor, shall 
receive fourteen dollars per day, and ten 
dollars per day as President of the Sen- 
ate during the sessions of the Legisla- 
ture, and such mileage as is provided 
by law for members of the Legislature, 
in going to and returning from his duties 
as President of the Senate. And he 
shall receive no other or further com- 
pensation. From and after the first day 
of January, eighteen hundred and 
eighty-three, the Lieutenant Governor 
shall cease to aci in the capacity of ex- 
officio Adjutant-General and ex-officio 
State Librarian.

The above acts of the last Legislature, 
reducing the salaries of State officers, 
were introduced by Seoator Hobart. 
The total saving is $22,800 per year, 
and the reductien io mileage allowed 
members of the Legislature will effect 
a further saving of $6,000 per session. 
So the expenses of the State govern- 
ment were reduced $26,800 per year 
by the last Legislature. The follow- 
ing table, prepared by Senator Pown- 
ing, shows the reductions made in the 
salaries of the various State officers:
